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REMARKS 

The claims have been amended to reflect those in the Examiner's current 
rejection. 

The Examiner has rejected Claim I under 3 5 U.S.C. 101 as being directed toward 
non-statutory subject matter. Applicant respectfully asserts that such rejection has been 
avoided by virtue of the clarification made hereinabove to the claim. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-4, 9, 14-21, 26, 3 1 -38, 43 and 48-54 under 
35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Girardot et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,089,567) 
in view of Kouznetsov et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,931,546). Applicant respectfully 
cos with such rejection. 

Applicant respectfully asserts that Kouznetsov and the present application were 
both owned by and/or subject to an obligation of assignment to Network: Associates, Inc., 
including any wholly owned subsidiaries thereof, at the time of invention of the subject 
matter in the present application. Thus, Kouznetsov is believed to be disqualified as a 
prior art reference under 35 U.S.C. 103(c). 

in particular, the Kouznetsov reference issued on 08/16/2005, which is after the 
filing date of the present application (03/07/2002). Therefore, the rejection of Claims 1 - 
4, 9, 14-21, 26, 31-38, 43 and 48-54 under 35 U.S.C 103(a) is based on 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
prior art. As a result, Kouznetsov is disqualified as prior art to the present invention 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c). Please find the attached statement signed by an attorney of 
record indicating that Kouznetsov and the present application were both owned by and/or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to Network Associates, inc., including any wholly 
owned subsidiaries thereof, at the time of invention of the subject matter in the present 
application. 
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Thus, all of the independent claims are deemed allowable. Moreover, the 
remaining dependent claims are further deemed allowable, in view of their dependence 
on such independent claims
